Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. . •

Paragraph (b) ' 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner telephoned Mr Huston to discuss possible 
amendments to the claims to place the case in condition for allowance. The examiner and Mr Huston both agreed that 
the amendment to add a feature that would place the application in condition for allowance is also a feature that was 
recited in a parent application and allowed for the same feature. Therefore, a double patenting rejection will result from 
the amendment and therefore, can not be amendment by examiner's amendment. The examiner also indicted to Mr. 
Huston an error by the examiner that the allowed claims 13 was not proper because the claim includes the limitation 
from claim 15, which depended on claim 14, and claim 15 was allowed based on the combination of limitation of 
recited by both claims 14 and 1 5. The examiner informed Mr. Huston that the office action will be send out as a non- 
final due to a new rejection on claim 13. Mr. Huston agrees with examiner to go ahead with a non-final rejection and 
Mr. Huston would amendment the claims to recite the feature of the parent applicant and also filing a terimal disclaimer 
to overcome a posssible double patenting rejection in order to place the application in proper condition for allowance. 
Furthermore, Mr. Huston will amends claim 13 to overcome a 1 12 rejection and also to include the limitation of the 
claim 14 to place claim 13 in condition for allowance. * : -vi * . * '
